The three of them reached the is­ 
land of Cyprus and while 
there 
Mark undoubtablv found friends 
and kinsman. Barnabas and Paul 
moved on to the Asia mainland 
and we read in The Acts that 
“John Mark returned to Jerusa­ 
lem.’’ From the writings of later 
scripture it is assured that Paul 
was quite dissappointed in Mark. 
Probably Mark returned to Jeru­ 
salem against the good wishes of
